When the Mountain view 
Community Hall flooded in 
March of last year il was 
forced to close its doors 
and, for a while, the board 
that governs its operations 
seriously considered shut¬ 
ting them for good.

The committee has start¬

Hall board agree, but say 
the fact is, interest in the 
hall is waning, and may 
not have a choice but to 
close it , and maybe even 
tear it down completely. 

“It’s going to cost a lot to 
fix it and the problem is not 


so much that the hall 
should be closed, but the 
thing is the people who are 
in this area now are all 
older people and they don’t 
want to have the job of 
organizing the stuff that we 
have there,” said Joyce 
Mullen, a lifetime member 
of the hall. 

“I don’t know what’ll 
happen to it. 

The committee is set to 
meet in March or April to 
decide the fate of the hall, 
which got its start as the 
first school building in the 
area. 

Mullen said it could be 
the end of the road for a 
building rich in history. 

“It would be a shame to 
just let it go and fall in 
ruins,” she said, adding that 
the 


building is too close to 
county roads for anyone to 
build onto it, or rebuild. 

“I don’t know what’s 
going to happen, but I want 
to be at the meeting,” she 
said. 

Some residents worry 
the Rosebud Hall closure 
could signal the death of 
community halls in gener¬ 
al, and with that, the end of 
what it means to be a com¬ 
munity. 

Community halls used to 
be the nucleus of a commu¬ 
nity, where people gath¬ 
ered for just about every¬ 
thing. 

But today, with travel 
made easier, and the trend 
seeing people spreading 
out, halls like 

Mountainview and 

Rosebud are struggling to 
stay afloat. 

For now, the 
Mountainview Hall will 
continue its fight to stay 
alive and keep the commu¬ 
nity together. 

Kohut said the commitee 
will hold fundraising initia¬ 
tives to recover some of 
the renovation costs when 
the hall is up and running 
again in the spring.

100 years of memories

The old school budding that now 
houses the Duisburg museum will cel¬ 
ebrate 100 years this fad, and within 
its nails, lie countless stories. This 
year the Review will ted some of those 
stories through the perspective of the 
people who lived them. 

It was 15)41 and Joyce Mullen, then 
Joyce Morgan, wanted to join the army. 
Her dad was a First World War vet and 
she shared las interest in all tilings mil¬ 
itary, but her mom wouldn’t have it. 

So she kept plugging away at the 
post office, working for her dad. 

But when she heard a group of 
women in Edmonton had formed a vol¬ 
unteer service corps, she saw it as an 
opportunity to start her own unit in 
Didsbury. 

It wasn’t long before she and her 
friend, Anne, liad 20 other girls signed 
up, and they needed to find a place to 
hold regular meetings, classes, lec¬ 
tures, and to do their drills. 

Naturally they went where “every¬ 
thing under the sun" happened - the 
old school building. 

Mullen remembers a time when the 
Sgt. M^jor had her leading a march. 
They were headed straight for the 
school and she forgot what she was 
supposed to say. 

He said “stop ’em” and I said, “whoa!” 
Mullen remembers. 

“I should have said ‘halt’, but I was a

farm girl." 

Another time, the girls thought it 
would lie funny to sing the popular 
song “Kiss Me Goodnight Sgt. M;\jor". 

“He blushed from heat! to toe,” said 
Mullen. 

The group held regular dances as 
well, inviting boys down to Didsbury 
from the army post in Red Deer and 
the air force station at what is now the 
Bowden Penitentiary. 

Some of the women eventually mar¬ 
ried the men they met at these dances. 

Through the Corps, the girls learned 
everything from home nursing to 
motor mechanics, a tremendous 
opportunity then. 

Being from the country, Mullen 
already had some knowledge of motor 
vehicles, but most of the other girls 
couldn’t even change a tire when they 
started with the group. 

Thanks to the experience they 
received through the Alberta Women’s 
Service Corps (AWSC), many of them 
eventually went on to serve with the 
army, navy and air force. 

Mullen was one of them. 

She was 22 and had started becom¬ 
ing a little bit “orangutan-y”, wanting to 
loosen her father’s hold on her. 


So she signed up for secretarial 
school in Calgary and was walking 
along a then bare 5)th Ave. downtown, 
when she came across a poster that 
read, “Join the Royal Canadian Air 
Force Women’s Division. We Serve So 
Men May Fly." 

There was a recruitment office just 
three blocks away, so she headed 
straight over. 

When she arrived, Mullen was told 
she exceeded the weight limit, but 
never one to give up, she rescinded by 
saying, “what right have you to say I 
can’t serve my country if I can pass the 
medical?” 

She took the medical, passed, and a 
week later was off to Depo in Ottawa 

Less than a week into training, dur¬ 
ing the first drill session, Mullen’s 
instructor called her over and said, 
“you’ve had drill haven’t you?” 

Her training in Didsbury had served 
her well. 

Mullen served first in Vancouver and 
for a brief time in Patricia Bay, before a 
post came down from Ottawa that she 
was to go to Comox, where she stayed 
until her father, who wasn’t well, 
requested that she ask for a compas¬ 
sionate discharge. She was hoping she 
wouldn’t get it, but it was granted and 
she returned home to Didsbury where 
she still lives today. 

Looking back on her AWSC begin¬ 
nings, Mullen said they were truly 
happy days. 

“It was one of the best times of my 
life." 


Joyce Mullen 
remembers 

In 15)41 I asked Anne Morton (Jenkins) if she would go to 
Edmonton with me to set* alxiut organizing a unit of the 
VolunU'er Allierta Women’s Service Corp. 

We were able to form a unit and we had about 20 girls join 
up. We Iuul uniforms to wear which we lx night at our own 
cost and we took drill at the grounds of the old school, now 
our museum. We had a militia unit of die King’s Own 
Regiment in town, who used the school and the grounds on 
the weekends, the rooms in the school for lectures and writ¬ 
ten work. In inclement weather, for any drill they used the 
basement The unit’s Sergeant Miqor, Jack Gamer, gave as 
our drill and we could take the signalling course with them if 
we wished. The instructor was Charlie Martin, a first World 
War veteran. We took a home nursing course in one of the 
rooms from a nurse from the hospital. We learned motor 
mechanics at Ed Ford Motors, and stripp'd vehicles and 
learned to straighten out fenders at Roger Barrett’s garage. 

I joint'd the RCAFWD in January of 15)451 and the AWSC 
continued to function until the summer of that year, when 
some of the other girls joint'd the forces and a number moved 
to the city for jobs. 

In 1957, when I became an akela with the First Didsbury 
Cub Pack, we were meeting in the Lion’s hall above Halliday’s 
grocery, now JD’s. When the hall was closed down we had to 
find a meeting place and we went from pillar to post, as they 
say, anti ended up one winter in the basement of the school. 

Sam Franklin was the janitor and he would let me in early 
to put up my charts, unload games equipment, and everything 
had to be taken down and out after the meeting. 

My two sons attended the old school from Grade 1 to Grade 
4. Grades 5 and 6 were in two small country schools which 
had been closed and were relocated across the road from the 
east side of the high school. Grade 7 and 8 were taught at the 
high school. There were portable rooms attached there for 
overflow. Ross Ford Elementary was built and the old school 
was closed and became our museum in 1989. 

There are so many memories in that old building.

If you’ve ever tried to call Telus to issue a complaint, you 
know tliat you never actually get to speak to anyone who can 
fix the problem. You can write a formal letter and hope to get 
a response, but that’s unlikely too. 

A business like tliat, run by people who never si>eak to cus¬ 
tomers either in person or on the phone, thinks only in terms 
of dollars because that’s how they communicate. 

They hold that “what’s the big deal, really” attitude, because 
their bottom line is completely money driven and they’re rak¬ 
ing in the money. 

The real crime is that we, as rural customers, get gypped 
because we have no say in their business operations. 

As it stands right now, we can’t shop locally for our tele¬ 
phone and communication services, so boycotting the com¬ 
pany isn’t an option. 

But again, there is a bigger issue at w ork here. 

The more we support big businesses, the less consumer 
driven and more money driven the economy will become. 

The solution then, if you want to shop where small town 
valla's are reflected, is to shop small town. 

That way when you have something to say, your voice will 
be heard. 

So get talking.

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Wannamaker recounts 
freaky” race of a lifetime

Didsbury masher Ric k Wannamaker 
returned home to fanfare last week after 
winning the Canadian Challenge sled 
dog race. 

Residents gathered at the train station 
to welcome Wannamaker home and to 
listen as he recounted the truly insane 
race. 

It seems Canada’s longest and tough¬ 
est sled dog race started out even 
rougher titan usual. 

The wife of Saskatchewan’s 
Lieutenant Governor was to ride on one 
of the sleds for the first five miles, but 
her trip was cut short when two sleds 
crashed and her head split open, accord¬ 
ing to Watinamaker. 

An hour after that, a driver (Kissing by 
got distracted by the race and ran head- 
on into a semi-truck. Luckily everyone 
survived. 

After that excitement died down, 
things started going a little smoother. 

Then Rick and his team fell in a lake. 

Then a bad storm hit. The wind was 
blowing 50 mph and the temperature hit 
;ilx Hit 53 below zero. 

One stretch between checkpoints was 
about 20 miles longer than the mushers 
had been told. 

Then they headed into the Thunder 
Hills where a native team refused to go, 
and that’s when things got “freaky.” 

“First of all I thought I was lost,” said 
Wannamaker. But they found their way 
through the storm. 

The blizzard got worse, so instead of 
standing on the runners, he knelt down 
on his knees to keep warm. 

“All of sudden my lead dog is right in 
front of my sled,” said Wannamaker. 

“He quit, just dropped over like you hit 
him with a bullet." 

So he put him at the wheel and went 
about another mile and the dog dropped 
again, just tipped right over. 


“1 tcx)k everything out of the* sled and 
strapped it to the* top and I was just 
going to carty him, but he wouldn’t go in 
the sled. He started squealing like a pig.” 

If the dog wasn’t tired, what’s the 
deal?, he thought 

Wannamaker put the dog on the 
wheel again, but loosened his tug line. 
They made it to the next checkpoint and 
the dog was still a bit squirrely, but 
seemed otherwise fine. 

But he left the dog, along with anoth¬ 
er sick dog, with a vet, just in case. 

Shortly after, an RCMP officer came 
up to Wannamaker and told liim he’d 
run through a pack of wolves. 

“Sometimes a dog will lay down and 
give up, just play dead,” said 
Wannamaker. 

The teams started to drop off at that 
(xiint. 

“The dogs wen* doing better tlian the 
mushers,” said Wannamaker. 

“I think the mushers were just fried, 
but I think the good Lord was looking 
after me because I didn’t come off there 
all depressed, I came off there fired up 
like a crazy man.” 

After two shorter stretches, letting the 
dogs rest more than usual, Wannamaker 
and hus team picked up speed. They 
were still five teams back from the lead. 

But when they arrived at the turn¬ 
around point, Wannamaker said it 
looked like “carnage.” Everyone was 
quitting. 

The remaining teams took a mandato¬ 
ry eight-hour break, most opting to get 
hotel moms. But not Wannamaker. He 
stayed with his dogs. 

When they left again, Wannamaker 
ran his dogs the same as always. 

“Not once in that race did I whistle 
them up or ask for more, they just did it 
on their own,” he said. 

By the time they reached the next 
checkpoint, the team had made up half 
an hour. 

Then, at 4 am., Wannamaker heard a 


voice say “Rick, they’re only 15 minutes 
ahead”. 

“I’m going, “the good Lord Is talking to 
me,” said Rick. 

It was actually a reporter, but the 
news was good. 

The snow quit, the moon came out 
and Wannamaker turned off his head¬ 
light to let the dogs run in the dark as is 
their preference. They sped up about 
two mph and shortened the leader gap, 
pulling into second place. 

Just before the next checkpoint, 
the team must have smelled the 
truck and took off. Rick hit a spruce 
tree with his face. 

“I told myself, ‘it’s gonna hurt, but 
hang on.’" 

He sucked it up and eventually 
caught up to the leader, Ed Rolles. 

“1 was so happy to see somebody, I 
startl'd jiblx'r jabbering, and he was so 
mad to see me, he didn’t say anything 
except “nice going Rick.” 

Wannamaker pulled into the lead and 
that’s when he startl'd getting nervous. 

But with 10 dogs left, and Rolles 
working with only six, Wannamaker had 
the power he needed. 

The dogs only got stronger. 

“I have never asked my dogs to go 
faster, I don’t clap or whistle, what they 
want to give me I take, and they just 
happened to give me more than the 
other teams,” he said. 

That’s why Rick and Dena were also 
awarded the best cared for team 
award. 

“When I got close to the finish line all 
I said to the dogs is ‘let’s go guys, 
mama’s up ahead’ and we took off; The 
last mile of tliat 400 mile race they loped 
in there as hard as we’d left.” 

When he looked at the faces of pile of 
people standing at the finish line, 
Wannamaker said their jaws were at 
their knees. 

“They said they’ve never seen a dog 
team cross the finish line like that.” 



BARLEY PLEBISCITE 


The Government of Canada is conducting a plebiscite among Western Canadian producers to give 
them a voice on how they wish to market barley. The plebiscite will take place between February 7 
and March 1 3, 2007.

• Each farming entity, whether a single producer, groups, a partnership, cooperatives 
or corporations forming a single operation, will be eligible for one vote. 

• Producers will be required to have produced grain during the past year, and to have 
produced barley in at least one out of the past five years (2002-2006). 

• Producers who are active farmers will be able to be included on the voters' list upon 
declaration of their extenuating circumstances if they had planned to produce a grain 
crop in 2006 but were unable to do so.

Warming up to climate change

With respect to Beth Wiens’ letter of last week, it 
was not my wish to engage in debate about climate 
science, or “junk science” as Stephen Harper calls it.

Moderate opinions on the issue of 
global warming, as with all issues, simply do not sell 
advertising or put polit icians in office. 

The shock troops on either extreme of the equa¬ 
tion are calling to us to: a) literally risk our way of 
life or, b) do absolutely nothing. It’s as if we, the 
jury, must either convict mankind for destroying the 
Earth and lock him away forever, or exonerate him, 
and apologize for the inconvenience. Remember 
George Bush? “You are either with us, or you are 
with the terrorists!” Name calling, fear mongering, 


and well brewed hatred all serve the objective of 
consolidating ideological control. The bewildered 
soul caught in the middle is bombarded with infor¬ 
mation, disinformation, politics and innuendo, and is 
goaded into taking sides - picking a winner in the 
great climate debate and digging in for the coming 
battle.
